Report from Bahia — Mortuary statistics. 

Vice-Consul Eowe reports, August 31, as follows: During the week 
ended August 29, 1903, 81 bodies were interred in the Bahia ceme- 
teries. 

The causes given for interment were the following: Apoplexy, 1; 
aneurism, 2; asthma, 1; beriberi, 3; bronchitis, 3; Bright's disease, 2; 
cerebral congestion, 2; cirrhosis of liver, 2; diarrhoea and enteritis, 
8; elephantiasis, 1; epilepsy, 1; erysipelas, 1; gangrene, 2; malarial 
fevers, 2; meningitis, 1; nephritis, 1; organic diseases of heart, 3; 
peritonitis, 2; pulmonary tuberculosis, 9; rheumatism, 1 ; senile debil- 
ity, 4; stillborn, 5; syncope, 1; syphilis, 1; tetanus, 1; tetanus 
neonatorum, 1; enteric fever, 1; other causes, 22.
